states encourages a fungus disease 
th a t kills off the grasshoppers th a t 
swarm too far afield for food from 
their native hills in the Rockies, 
Doctor Guyton said. 
Last year, the entomologist said, 
conditions 
in 
Pennsylvania 
were 
more favorable to a grasshopper in­ 
vasion, and during the long drought 
m any of the insects were found in 
Chester, Fulton, Franklin and Ad­ 
am s counties. This year the return 
of norm al hum idity makes great 
damage from the pests extremely 
unlikely.

Hunt Probable Cause Of Fu­ 
ture Earthquakes In 
Latin America.

Washington 
(AP) — Uncle 
Sam | 
plans to search four miles deep un­ 
der the ocean for signs of future 
earthquakes that might menace the 
proposed Nicaraguan canal. 
Careful charting of the bottom 
of the Caribbean sea. explains Dr. 
William Bowie, of the U. S. coast 
and geodetic survey, will help re­ 
veal the cause of earthquakes in 
that region like the one that de­ 
stroyed Managua, Nicaragua, last 
March 31. 
Destroyers of the navy will be­ 
gin by probing the secrets of the 
mysterious Bartlett "deep,” Itself a 
gigantic "canal” approximately 1,000 
miles long and two miles deep in 
the bottom of the Caribbean, ex­ 
tending from Cuba to the gulf of 
Honduras. 
The navy will chart the actual 
depth and contours of the great 
trench for the first time, using sonic 
depth finders that take sounding* 
by measuring the time required for 
an echo to travel from the surface 
to the bottom and back. 
If the Bartlett deep has steep 
sides, Dr. Bowie says, It will indi­ 
cate that earthquakes in the vicin­ 
ity result from forces within Un­ 
earth pushing upward. 
If the sides of the deep are a 
series of low terraces, however, ge­ 
ologists will conclude that the forces 
causing earthquakes are horizontal. 
Knowing the direction 
of the 
forces at work within the earth, the 
action of future earthquafees can be 
better 
foreseen 
and 
precautions 
taken. 
Accurate maps of the Bgrtlett 
deep and other parts of the floor of 
the Caribbean also will help de­ 
termine if fault lines run netr the 
vicinity of the proposed canal, says 
Dr Bowie.

Tokio, Aug. 4 (AP).—Arengo dis­ 
patches Monday said the American 
globe fliers, Clyde Pangborn and 
Hugh

Kli&barovsk. Siberia. 
The dispatch said the fliers land­ 
ed safely at 1:55 a. rn., local time, 
after a flight of 1200 miles from 
Chita in eastern Siberia.
